By Conrad Seiler. 
intelligent knows 
that there are Communists and 
Communists. There are those so 
eloquently described by Mr. Hearst 
as “the proletariat’—and then there 
are the few superior individuals, 
like Bernard Shaw, Karl. Marx, 
Anatole France, Romain Rolland, 
Lincoln Steffens, Maxim Gorky, 
Andre Gide, Henri Barbusse, 
Waldo Frank, and John Strachey, 
who were pushed into Commu- 
nism, as it were, by sorne unfor- 
tunate occurrence in early life, and 
thus hopelessly lost to the world 
of virtue and conservatism. 

In an earnest endeavour to dis- 
cover the precise reasons why 
some superior men and wonien 
have taken kindly to the blood- 
curdling virus of Communism, we 
submitted the following question 
to some representative intellectuals, 
now suffering from the Commu- 
nistic tats “Why are you a Com- 
munist?” 

The answers we received are 
most. revelatory, and confirm our 
opinion that no man or woman of 
parts ever becomes a Communist 
through intellectual conviction.
